1NGTON INEFFICIENCY. 


Several hundred marines were lauded 


by United States war vessels at Gnan- 
tanamo, Gnbi. Spanish troops were 
concealed in the viciuity and fired 
from under cover at the marines, kill 
log several of them. The bodies of the 
brave marines, who were landed on 
Cuban soil in insufficient numbers to 
cope with the enemy, were stripped 
naked and horribly mutilated with 
machetes. The Apache Indians never 
treated their victims with more sav- 
agery than the Spaniards did the 
American troops who fell under their 
fire at Gnantanamo. They ignored all 
the rules of civilized warfare, killing 
the wounded and hacking their bodies 
to pieces. As our troops cannot act so 
fiendishly a prominent citizen, when 
asked what the United States should 
do nnder the circumstances, replied : 


•'To avenge those Spanish atrocities 


our military and naval forces should at 
once proceed to wipe out the Spaaieh 
forcno in Cuba and Porto Rico. The 
time for vigorous action has arrived. 
Farther delay, inactivity and dilly 
dallying on the part of the authorities 
at Washington can only be considered 
as crimes caused by unpardonable in- 
capacity at the War and Navy Depart- 
ments." 


It does seem criminal to order our 


fleets to land a few hundred marines 
on Cuban soil and send them no rein- 
forcements for days. Why should the 
lives of those brave men be placed at 
the disposal of the merciless Spaniards? 
Our invading army should be given at 
least an even chance for life. Sending 
a few hundred 
men asboro in an 


enemy's country with orders to hold 
their ground against any force the 
enemy might send against them does 
not seem to be good generalship. 
The 


invading force should at least equal in 
numbers that of the enemy. The mis- 
take made by our officers does not, 
however, palliate the atrocity of the 
Spaniards in mutilating the victims of 
the inefficiency of the Board of Strategy 
at Washington.

The war of the Revolution and the war 
of 1812 were fought against tremen- 
dous odds, an yet the United States 
won.

Pnnsia out of five wara 
in that period lost two, Austria lost 
three, Rassia two and Spain every war 
she undertook except in the ten year's 
war in Cnba, which she never admitted 
was anything more than an insnm c 
tion, and which she quelled only by 
false promises.

made of over 1,000,000 men in the 
United States army, and it was found 
that the average height of men born 
in the United States was 67.8 inches. 
According to Toplnard, the average 
height of Englishmen, Scotchmen and 
Swedes is 67.4 inches; Irishmen, 67; 
Germans, 66.2; Frenchmen, 66; Danes, 
65.2; Russian*, 65,2; Chinese. 64; Bush- 
men 62; Laplanders, 60.7; American 
Indians, 68.2; Patigoniane, 70.3. Tak- 
ing these measurements as a basis, the 
average for the world would be about 
65 8. Natives of the United States, it 
will be observed, are taller than any 
other representatives of the Caucasian 
race, and it is an interesting fact that
